The formation of a local rehabil¬ 
itation committee was the subject 
of much discussion following the 
receipt of a letter from J. Sutton, 
of the l>ept. of Veterans’ Affaire, 
who is provincial superintendent of 
rehabilitation.

The question of garbage and ash 
collection brought up a long dis¬ 
cussion with various proposals be¬ 
ing made. It was decided to do 
everything possible to have the 
town cleanup completed before the 
end of May, and further discussion 
of the topic will be made at the 
next meeting. 

It was decided to get some street 
decorations to be used on all public 
holidays and inquiries are to be 
made immediately as to what is 
available along that line. 

In order to provide ventilation, 
windows will be put in both sides 
of the town office. 

In future town employees will 
be paid once monthly, instead of 
twice monthly. 

Councillor Chas. Northoott was 
appointed Deputy Reeve for the 
•newt three months. 

A letter from the Soldiers’ and 
Airmen’s Christian Association was 
received thanking the council for 
the privileges and co-operation 
given them and to Rev. Ruark dur¬ 
ing the time they were in Vulcan. 

The council are making full in¬ 
quiries into the question of water¬ 
works and sewage for the town, 
and have already had a geologist 
and engineer here. At present tests 
are being made of water pressure 
in the wells, and a report is expect¬ 
ed for the next meeting. 

Reports of work done by the 
Foothills Health Unit and other 
routine matters occupied the re¬ 
mainder of the meeting.

It is indeed a very comforting 
thought to realize that the folks 
back home are thinking of us, al¬ 
though so many miles separate us. 

In India we find almost every¬ 
thing different—customs, character, 
language and color. But it is all 
very interesting, indeed. You see 
so many things that one would 
never never have believed could 
happen or exist. Such as thousands 
of professional beggars, who are 
blind or crippled, and most of them 
starving. The filth, religion, castes 
and many other mysterious things 
are the composition of India. My 
first ride in a rickshaw, pulled by 
a wiTy native boy, who kept ringing 
a bell and methodically kept stride 
to the beat of it, was really quite 
a novelty. 

It’s all very interesting and. 
queer, but there is nothing like 
good old Canada. Believe me I am 
not homesick—it’s the sun that’s 
got me again (ha ha). Plenty of 
sun; in fact I sometimes think it is 
all over here. I hope Vulcan isn’t 
in a day-time blackout. 

Well, I must come to a close and 
I again extend many thanks to 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary.

John Bracken — The Man 

John Bracken, the son of a farmer Ephraim Bracken 

and his wife, Alberta, was born in a log cabin in 

Ellisville, Leeds County, Ontario, on the 22nd of 

June, 1883. 

Here, briefly chronicled, are the main events in the 

life of John Bracken: 

1898 - Student at Brockville Collegiate, Ontario. 

1902-5 Student at the Ontario Agricultural College, 
^Guelph. He won four scholarships, the 
Governor-General’s Medal, was top honours 
student and class medalist. Here, too, he met 
Alice Wylie Bruce. 

1906 - Young Bracken went to Winnipeg as repre¬ 

sentative of the Seeds Branch of the Domin¬ 
ion Department of Agriculture. 

1907 - In the neighbouring Province of Saskatche¬ 

wan, John Bracken became Superintendent 
of Fairs and Farmers’ Institutes and Secre¬ 
tary of the Provincial Livestock Association. 

1910 - John Bracken was appointed Professor of 
Field Husbandry at the new University of 
Saskatchewan. He took the first train to 
Guelph, Ontario, married Alice Wylie Bruce. 
Four sons were bon*— three of whom are 
now on Active Service with the Navy, Army 
and Air Force. 

1920 - Already the author of two books on agri¬ 
culture, John Bracken became President-of 
the Manitoba Agricultural College. 

1922 - John Bracken accepted the leadership of the 
Progressive Farmer Government, was sworn 
in as Prime Minister of Manitoba. 

Now began the political life of the 
most continuously successful politi¬ 
cal leader the Empire has produced 
in this century. Since that day — 
from 1922 to 1942 — John Bracken 
has never been defeated.

Where would 
they be if they had to convoy 
their forces and mate ial thous¬ 
ands of miles as the western 
allies have to do? Yet neither of 
these two has any delusion of 
siperority or any desire for 
mastery, particularly in the arts 
of war. 

Purblind to its own defects it 
is amazing with what clear sight 
each of the Axis powers saw the 
imperfections of the others. Hit¬ 
ler had rs contemptuous an 
opinion of Mussolini as Mussolir..* 
had of him, yet neither stopped 
a mo lent to wonder whether he 
might not be wrong in his own 
appr: isal of himself. The Ital¬ 
ians had no use for the Germans 
and the Germans had only con¬ 
tempt for the Italians, but the 
latter had no illusions of Italian 
power or of their Duce’s grand¬ 
eur. There was a hollow, metal- 
1 c sound even in the cheers that 
reached him in the balcony from 
his claquers down below. 

How times have changed! 
When the RAF started its raids 
cn Berlin, Dr. Goebbels used to 
take foreign correspondents out 
after each raid to show them 
how little damage was done. 
Lately when it was worth seeing 
there were no foreign corres 
pondents there and now when 
there are he is not there to per¬ 
son. lly conduct them.

There is 
something to be said for a liar 
who : dvert ses in advaffee he is 
going to lie. Thus endeth Hitler’s 
obituary.

We travelled 
by train about 40 miles into the 
country and were shown through 
two old castles that were built by 
the Moors and added to by the 
Portugese. The rooms ate full of 
old relics of bvgone days. Massive 
fn*n'tura inlaid with the purest iv¬ 
ory, carved and decorated walls 
and dangling chandiliers that 
beggar description. To enter one 
we crossed a drawbridge and could 
ir.tpgine the courts ringing with 
the hollow echo of charging steeds 
and the clank and rattle of armour.. 
We climbed among the ruins of one 
oil fort perched precariously 
kmong the clouds on the very top 
Of the mounta'n and looked down 
on a scene of wild grandeur, from 
parapets that once shielded the 
forms of archers who guarded 
V/hat appeared to be an impreg¬ 
nable foitress.

Oil Controller Cottrelle has 
stated that gas rationing will con¬ 
tinue till the end of the war, and 
the demand in the Pacific is tre¬ 
mendous.

W hen it is report¬ 
ed that 100 or 800 or more B 29’s 
have been over Tokio, the amount 
of octane gasoline may be realized. 

85% of Canad an requirements 
comes from the same pool as must 
‘supply the fighting a m es, air¬ 
forces and navies. 

All these factors make it neces¬ 
sary to observe rationing till the 
war is completely over. 


In addition to supplying ample 
food for Canadian people, the far¬ 
mers of this country have supplied 
great quantities of food to the peo¬ 
ple of t elfn ted Kingdom—wheat 
po.k, beef, dairy and poultry pro¬ 
ducts and so on. In fact in No¬ 
vember, 1943, Hon. Malcolm Mac¬ 
Donald, British high commissioner 
to Canada, stated: “Without the 
help of the Canadian farmers Bri¬ 
tain would have lost the war two 
years ago.” Since the war began 
Canadian farmers have supplied 
th« British people with over three 
billion pounds of pork. 

Furt' ermore, Canadian farmers 
have supplied food for Greece, 
Russia, South Africa, ^Bermuda, 
Irdia, Egypt, France, Belgium,:

Unfavorable comment has been 
made in United States, comparing 
the meat situaUon in Canada and 
that country, with t’^e charge that 
Canada is living high while U. S.

But the United States News, re¬ 
garded as author tative, sets the 
matter in clonrer light by the as¬ 
sertion that U.S. black marketing, 
poor distribution' and less strict 
controls than in Canada are the 
real cause of difference. 

In United States, says t v is au¬ 
thority. the average consumer will 
have about 130 lbs. of meat this 
year, which is 17 lbs. less than in 
1984, but only 4 lbs. less than in 
1939. - 

In Canada the average consumer 
will have 132 lbs. of meat this 
year which is 9 lbs. less than in 
1944, bur 1 lb. less than in 1939. 

Of all foods, the Americans will 
average 1271 lbs. each year 
against 1230 in 1939. 

In Canada each person will av¬ 
erage 1099 lbs. of all foods com¬ 
pared with 1035 in 1939. The 
ch ef difference is more consump¬ 
tion of fruit and vegetables in Un¬ 
ited States. 

Canada, may, however, institute 
meat rationing t’ is summer. The 
greatest present need is for 
canned meat, partieul rly in the 
Pacific, amongst troops on the 
move and more remote parts of 
Europe. The canning of meat in 
Canada may be speeded up.
